Xe\v Caledonia is a con- 
vict settlement of the French govern- 
ment, where there are thousands of 
exiled criminals. This made an exceed- 
ingly anxious time for the respectable 
inliabiiaiits of the principal town, 
Aouiai-a, during-their war scare.

transport ship Aube, hearing of the 
war talk between their country and 
England several weeks after it start- 
ed, became disturbed at the movements 
and signaling-of several foreign vessels, 
and straightway ordered all harbor 
and lip-hthouse lights out, nnd began 
collecting- and carting all stores into 
the country, the work being carried 
on at night.

It was. cu&tomary come year* ago to 


put children-who were only eight years 
old at work in, the factories ol Lanca- 
shire, England. Then the law stepped 
in, and said that no one under ten 
should be employed in the cotton mill*. 
Eleven is now the age that must be at' 
tained before the youngster* can goto 
work there. Nevertheless, careful com- 
parisons between the children of the 
mil! country and of other parts of. Eng- 
land, and even between the children 
who are employed in the factories and 
those who are not in the sime com- 
munity, indicates that going to work 
at such an early age in this particular 
industry is injurious to health. 


This subject has just been investi- 


gated by a correspondent of the Lond- 
don Daily News. He declares that the 
difference between the typical Lanca* 
shire folk of the rural districts and of 
the mill towns in. respect to height, 
form, complexiOD and vigorisastonish- 
ing. The former are well built, broad- 
chested, muscular, of lofty stature and 
elastic step, while the residents of the 
factory towcsare stunted, pale and de- 
generate in size and vigor. Obvious as 
this disparity is among adults, the dif- 
ference, is already apparent among the 
children. 
This fact suggests that a 


large part of tbe unwholesome state of 
things observed is attributed, to theem- 
ployment of theyoung-iiter& at too tenr 
der an. age. Even though they are per- 
mitted to work only half as long as the 
older ope ratives, the conditions of their 
lives are not conducive to health and 
growth. 


In Heywood, for instance, the News 


correspondent looked at 2,500 "half- 
timers" and then nt 2,000 children that 
go to school all day, and consequently 
do not work in the mills at all. Here 
it was found thai ccarccly any of the 
haJf-timers had a healthy appearance. 
Measurements 
showed 
that 
their 


average weight was about 11 per cent, 
below the average of other children at 
the age of 12, 10 per cent, at 13,19 per 
cent, at 14 nnd ~b'/, per cent, at 35. The 
difference in height was about two 
inches in. favor of the average school- 
boy at the age of 11 and three inches at 
13. 


When the "half-timers" were ques- 


tioned as to their health, they com- 
plained a good deal of headache and 
toothache. They said they did not like 
the heat of the mills nor the dust that 
was continually flying about. 


A local physician who had made a 


special study of mill life said to the 
News correspondent that the atmos- 
phere of the factories had a good deal 
to answer for. The temperature in the 
mills was often kept at 95 degrees for 
days at a time. The dust which fillsthe 
air is very fine, and almost undiBccrni- 
ble, except as one sees it in a sunbeam. 
This dust causes a choking sensation, 
and promotes bronchitis. 
There has 


been talk about the operatives wearing 
"respirators" to filter out thedustfrom 
the air before the latter is inhaled. But 
this is impracticable. Another cause 
of sickness is thu effluvium that is gen- 
erated in rooms which are seldom ven- 
tilated, and in which the airis breathed 
over and over again. How can the. blood 
be purified and life be imparted to the 
operatives under such conditions? 


Tea drinking is also held responsible j 


for a good deal of liarm among the chil- ' 
dren. Tea is a temperance beverage, 
and therefore the people never con- 
sider it injurious. Tbe children are al- 
lowed to drink it in unlimited quanti- 
ties- and at all times of the day. They 
usually take it to excess. This evil, 
however, is chargeable not to the mill- 
owners, but to the parents of the "half- 
timers." 


It would be interesting to know how 


far the situation here pictured is paral- 
leled in the factory villages and mill 
towns of New England.—N. Y. Tribune

to learn that there has actually been 
a woman executioner in this country. 
In olden times few cared to undertake 
ibe office of executioner, and occasion- 
ally death sentences were respited on 
condition that the criminal should per- 
form this office. A case of this sort-oc- 
curred iaj>re-revolutionary days, when 
a woman was sentenced to death for a 
•murder she had committed in Virginia. 
The death sentence was respited on 
her offering- to becorre public execution- 
er, and, known as 'Lady Betty," she 
performed these duties for many years. 
She officiated on tlie EcafTolJ without 
any mask or disguise and flowed crim- 
inals through the streets with enthusi- 
astic vigor.—X. Y. Herald.
